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INTRODUCTION. 



J_ HE purpofe of thIS ChArity is to preferve 
friendlefs and defertcd girls from tliofe dailgers 
and nnisforturies to which their diflrelTed fitilation 
expofes them. 

Attempts to reclaim the vicious arCj without 
doubt, laudable and defefving of encourage- 
ment ; but to anticipate the evil, by implanting 
in tender minds the principles of feligion and 
virtue, by cultivating in them habits of fobriety 
and induftry, and thereby rendering them ufeful 
to the public, as well as happy to themfelves, 
is certainly an ad: of the moft exalted benevo- 
lence. It feems, al fo, a more pradiicable under- 
taking, inafmuch as prevention is lefs difEcv^^ 
than recovery* 
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That the evils this Charity aims at prevent- 
ing are not chimerical, may be eafily evinced. 

Great is the number of perfons in and about 
the Metropolis, not only of the loweft ftations, 
but alfo in the moll: extreme indigence, whofe 
children are frequently too numerous to receive 
maintenance, much lefs education, even from 
the fl:ri6:eft induftry ; and when the lives of the 
parents are Ihortened by intemperance or acci- 
dent, which is often the cafe, their children are 
left wholly deflitute and helplefs. 

What, then, muft become of the daughters of 
fuch parents, whofe fettlements are extremely 
difficult to be afcertained, efpecially the orphans 
of fearaen and foldiers ? Poor and ignorant as 
they ^e, they muft be encompafled with every 
temptation, and neceffity may make them profti- 
tutes, before their paflions can have any lhare in 
their guilt. 

A fituation fo truly pitiable, cannot but afFedl 
the heart with the warmeft feelings of huma- 
nity. 

And although the dangers and diftreffes to 
which fuch little female deftitutes are liable, 
might be placed in various other lights equally 
affedling ; yet what has been already urged, it 
is hoped, will be fufficient to convince the ju- 
dicious 
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dicious of the utility of this defign, aiid to en- 
gage the compaffionate in a continuance of its 
fiipport. It is unneceffary, therefore^ to dwell 
any longer on a reprefentation of the evil: The 
following are the fteps which have been taken to 
prevent it» 



In confeqiienee of a propbfal from the late 
Sir John Fielding, for carrying into execution 
a plan for an Asylum for deferted orphan girls, 
a meeting of feveral noblemen and gentlemen 
who had approved thereof, was held on the 
13th of May, 1758, when the houfe now occu- 
pied was hired for that purpofe ; 

AND 

The following regulations and rules for the 
government of this Charity have been made 
by the guardians at their meetings, from time 
to time, and now continue in force. 



QUA LI- 
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QUALIFICATION of GUARDIANS 

The qualification of an annual Guardian is a 
yearly fubfcription of three guineas or upwards. 

The qualification of a perpetual Guardian is a 
fubfcription of thirty guineas or upwards. 

Legacies bequeathed to the ufe of this Cha- 
rity, to'the following amount, when paid, en- 
title the a£bing executors to be perpetual Guar- 
dians : viz. 

To the amount of lool. the filrft named executor, 

To the amount of 200I. the two firft named executors, 

To the amount of 300I. the three firft named executors. 

And fo on in proportion to every lool. be- 
queathed and executors appointed. 

Ladies and gentlemen who have fubfcribed 
lefs than thirty guineas, by encrealing their laft 
fubfcriptions to that fum, within the year, will 
be admitted as perpetual Guardians. 

Ladies who are Guardians are entitled to vote 
at all eledions of officers of the houfe by proxy, 
fuch proxy being a Guardian ; or by letter fpe- 
cifying the perfon whom they approve. 

The 
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The Guardians being delirous that no means 
fhould be wanting to promote the laudable pur- 
pofes of this Inftitution, and confidering the 
Ladies as highly capable of aflifling therein, 
have requefted the favour of fuch as are Guar- 
dians, to vifit and infpedl into the ceconomy of 
the houfe; to examine into the employment of 
the children, and all fuch things as relate to the 
training them up for ufeful houfewifely fervants, 
and to communicate to the Committee, by letter, 
fuch obfervations as may feem to them necef- 
fary. 



GENERAL MEETINGS 

AND 

COMMITTEES. 

A Prefident, fix Vice-prefidents, and a Trea«» 
furer are appointed, and Twenty of the Guar- 
dians, to form a Committee, to meet every 
Thurfday at the Asylum, or oftener if neccflary, 
at eleven o'clock in the forenoon, to fee to the 
execution of fuch rules and orders as may be 

made 
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iliade at the general quarterly Meetings, wliicli 
are to be held for auditing the accounts and 
other material bufinefs, on the fecond Thurfday 
in January, on the firft Thurfday in April, (ex- 
cept the fame (hould fall in Eafter-week, and 
then on the Thurfday following,) and on the firfl 
Thurfdaysin July and 06tober; of which notice 
is to be given by public advertifement, and to 
the Committee by letter. 

The Committee and Treafurer are to be nam- 
ed annually, at the General Court in April ; and 
if any difference of opinion fhould arife, the 
eled:ion is to be determined by ballot. 

The Prefident, Vice-prelidents, and Treafurer 
are of every Committee; and, notwithftanding 
particular gentlemen are annually named, fof 
the immediate conduct of the Charity, yet 
every Guardian who pleafes may attend and vote 
at Committees. 

Two of the Guardians are appointed Visitors 
monthly, by rotation, to infpedt the regulation 
and general oeconomy of the Houfe, and to 
make fuch reports to the fucceeding Committee 
in writing, as they or either of them fliall think 
liecellary.

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REGULATION 

OF 

GENERAL MEETINGS. 

The Prefident, a Vice-prefident, or the Trea- 
furer, or in their abfence one of the Guardians, 
lhall take the Chair precifely at twelve o'clock, 
feven or more Members being prefent, and de- 
clare the Meeting to be general. 

The minutes of the laft Quarterly Court, as 
well as of fubfequent General Meetings and 
Committees lhall be firft read; and, after a Ihort 
paufe, if delired, lhall be read a fecond time, 
when fuch parts as are not objected to lhall ftand 
confirmed. 

The minutes being gone through, new matter 
relative to fuch General Meetings may be pro- 
pofed and difcufTed. 

Every motion upon new matter Hiali be de- 
livered in writing to the Chairman, if defired. 

No queftion lhall be put on any motion, unlefs 
the fame be feconded. 

No new motion lhall be received after two 
o'clock without fpecial leave of the Meeting ; 
and the Meeting lhall be adjourned at three 
o'clock, or fooner.

When a Member fpeaks, he ihall ftand up 
and addrefs himfelf to the Chair, and the reft 
lhall remain filent. 

When two or more offer to fpeak together, 
the Chairman lhall determine who fliall fpeak 
firft. 

When any matter is in debate, if a Member 
fpeaks to new bufinefs, the Chairman fhall call 
to order. 

If any motion be made contrary to any rule 
or order then exilling, the Secretary or any 
Guardian may remind the Chairman that fuch 
motion is contrary to order. 

In all Meetings the Chairman lhall vote only 
where the fufirages are equal.

COMMITTEES. 

The Committee Ihall every Thurfday meet 
at the Asylum, at eleven o* clock precifely j and 
five or more Members being prefenr, the Chair 
lliall be then taken, in order to proceed to bufi- 
nefs. 

The minutes of the preceding Committee 
fliall be firfl read, and no parts of fuch minutes 
lhall be confidered till the whole has been read 
through. They ihall then be read a fecond 
time, if defired, and no new matter be propofed 
till they have been difcuffed article by article j 
and, after a Ihort paufe between each, thofe 
paits which are not objected to lhall Hand con-, 
firmed. 

The minutes being gone through, the report 
of the monthly vifjtors lhall be next taken into 
confideration, after which new matter may be 
propofed and confidered. 

A fample of the bread and beer, butter and 
cheefe ufed in the Houfe, lhall be produced to 
every Committee, if defired. 

On 
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On the day of each Quarterly Mcetino; the 
Committee lhall be fummoned at eleven o'clock 
precifely, when the Chair fhall be taken, m order 
to clofe the quarter's accounts, and to prepare 
their report to lay before the faid Meeting. 

No new motion refpedting any material regu- 
lation or alteration of the general plan of the 
Charity lhall be received otherwife than by 
entering the fame on the minutes, and poftponing 
the farther confideration thereof to the next 
Committee or General Court. 

Committees may adjourn themfelves, as they 
ihall fee convenient. 

In cafe any matter arifes before the Com- 
mittee which they may think neceffary to have 
difcuiTed and carried into execution before the 
next Quarterly Meeting, the Committee are 
empowered to call a fpecial General Meeting for 
that purpofe, giving a week's notice by public 
advertifement. 

The rules ufed at the General Meetings, re- 
fpefiting motions, queflions, and debates, arc 
obferved in the Committees. 

No Guardian who ferves this Charity with 
any kind of Goods, may be elected on the Gene^ 
ral Committee, 

GENE- 
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GENERAL RULES 

AND 

ORDERS, 

That no officer of the Houfe receive orders 
from any perfon whatever but the General 
Court, Committee, or Chaplain, except fuch 
as may be given by the gentlemen of the 
Faculty, relative to fick children. 

That' if any thing Ihould occur which may 
require the immediate confideration of the 
Guardians, a Committee fhall be fummoned by 
the Secretary, or any two of the Guardians, 
either by letter or fpecial meflage. 

That no fervants be admitted into the Houfe, 

That no girl apprenticed from this Houfe be 
permitted to vifit the childreri or fervants. 

That the Houfe be open to all vilitors of de- 
pent appearance, whether fubfcribers or others, 
from nine to feven in the Summer, and from 
tfp to four in the Winter, Sundays excepted. 

' That 
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That the fubfcription-book and book of the 
children's work be opened for the infpedion of 
fuch gentlemen and ladies as choofe to e^^amine 
the fame, and that the officers of the Hoiife do 
aifo give them fuch general information re- 
fpediing the Charity as they may require. 

That the officers of the Houfe take care that 
no flrong liquors or money be given to the 
children; and that they do not prefume to take 
any money themfelves, on pain of difmiffion, 
which will likewife be incurred by breach of 
any other order ; but if any money be given 
into their hands, that they put it into the 
charity-box in the prefence of the donor.* 

That the charity -boxes in the Houfe and 
Chapel be opened by the Committee, previous 
to every Quarterly Meeting. 

That the qualifications to be acquired by 
the children before they arc apprenticed, be 
hung up in their feveral apartments, to excite 
their emulation j together with proper prayers 
for morning and evening ; and that the duties 
of the officers of the Houfe be alfo hung up 
in their refpedive apartments. 

That 

* Boxes are fixed in the Houfe and Chapel for that purpofe. 
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That all legacies be paid into the hands of 
fuch Banker or Bankers as the Treafurer and 
Committee for the time being fliall direct, and 
laid out in the Stocks, in the names of Truf- 
tees, for the benefit of the Charity. 

That the Treafurer deliver to every Com- 
mittee an account of the balance in his 
hands. 

That the minutes of every General Court, 
and Meeting of the Committees, be figned in 
the book by the Chairman for the time being, 
and be kept by the Secretary. 

That all indentures fhall be paid for by the 
perfon to whom any orphan lhall be appren- 
ticed. 

That no perfon receiving falary or wages 
from this Charity lhall vote at any Court, 
Committee, Board, or Meeting thereof, in any 
matter wherein he is interefted. 

That no perfon having been difcharged from 
the fervice of this Charity for milbehaviour, 
be ever capable of being reinflated*

PESCRIP^ 
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DESCR'IPTION of CHILDREN, 

AND 

RULES for ADMISSION. 

The objeds are orphan girls, bereft of botb 
their parents, from the age of nine to twelve 
years, whofe fettlements cannot be found. 

No child to be admitted but by order of a 
Quarterly or of a Special General Court, to be 
fummoned by advertifement for that purpofe, 
after having been approved by the Committee. 

No child can be admitted (even by order of a 
General Court) who has a mother living, urlefs 
the mother is proved to be infane, or beyond 
the feas. 

No child that has been dropt in any parilh 
is capable of being admitted, unlefs both her 
parents are proved to be dead, her age afcer- 
tained, and her cafe in other refpeds found tQ 
come within the rules of the Charity. 

J'J'o negro or mulatto girl to be admitted. 



The 
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The death of the parents of the children ap- 
plying for admiflion is indifpenfably neceflary to 
be proved either by parifli regiflers, or by the 
oath of feme credible witnefs, except as above. 

A copy of the regifler of the death pf fuch 
parents, and the baptifm of the children is to 
be produced to the Committee, if poffible. 

As the children are to be conflantly employed 
in the feveral ofRces of good houfewifery, ia 
order to qualify themfelves for domeftic fer- 
vants, no difeafed or infirm child can be re- 
ceii^edj to prevent whiph the phvfician, fur- 
geons, and apothecary ai-e to be fummoned by 
the Secretary, to attend at the time of ad- 
niiffion. 

Every child is to be examined by the furgeons 
and matron, who art: to fign certificates that flie 
is a proper objedl to be admitted. 

All applications for admiffion are to be rC" 
giftered by the Secretary, a^d entered, according 
to' feniority, in a book fpr that purpofe. — 
Enquiry is then to be made inio the truth of the 
reprefentation of the refpedive cafes by the 
colleftor. If fuch enquiry prove fatisfadory, 
lifts of the Guardians ir^ turn to prefent are to 
be delivered to the perfon applying, and a re- 
port

port of the reglfters is to be made to eacli fuc- 
ceeding Committee. 

The Guardians are to prefent according to 
the feniorlty of their fubfcriptions ; but no an- 
nual Guardian Is to have a right to prefent till 
after the payment of a fecond fubfeription of 
three guineas or upwards ; and unlefs the fub- 
feription be regularly kept up, or the arrears 
paid, the Guardian lofcs the right of prefen- 
tation. 

The number of vacancies in the Hdufe from 
time to time, togeth(?r with the names of the 
Guardians in turn to prefent , is to be cohftantly 
hung up in the Committee-room j and no name 
of a Guardian is to be given to any perfon, ex- 
cept thofe in turn to prefent, who alone are to 
have the forms of ptefentation delivered to them. 

The Guardians in turn to prefent are to have 
notice thereof by letter from the Secretary, and 
are alfo to be informed how many objeds have 
been examined, are in want of prefentations, and 
recommended as proper by the Committee. 

The children prefented are to be produced 
before the Committee, and to bring a certificate 
in the form following, or give other fatisfadtory 
proofs where fuch certificate cannot be had.

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EMPLOYMENT 

OF THE 

CHILDREN. 

The children are to cut out and make Ihirts, 
and table-linen ; to do all kinds of plain 
needle-work ; to knit flockings and garters, 
whenever there fliall be no public work in the 
Houfe, nor linen of their own to make ; and to 
perform the bufinefs of the Houfe and Kitchen,, 
to which latter, four are appointed weekly, ac- 
cording to their age and abilities, to affifl: the 
cook to wafli, iron, and get up all the linen, 
which is alfo made and mended by the children. 
They are likewife taught to read the Bible, 
write a legible hand, and caft up a fum in Ad- 
dition. 

N. B. The ten fenior girls are kept in a 
diftincft clafs, in order to be more fully inftrudled 
in the above qualifications, and are diftinguiflied 
OR Sundays by a white cufF to their gowns.

The children are new clothed annually at 
Eafter, and have change of linen twice a week^ 
Sunday and Wednefday, 



RULES 

FOR 

PLACING OUT THE CHILDREN, 

The children are to be bound apprentices for 
feven years, at the age of fifteen^ or fooner, as 
domeftic fervants in reputable families refiding 
in Great Eritain, 

No girl ^hall be apprenticed tintil the charac- 
ter of the matter or miftrefs applying for the 
fame lhall have been enquired into and approved 
of by the Committee. 

Every perfon applying for an apprentice 
muft appear at the Committee t6 give the necef- 
fary information refped'ing their fituation, &c. 
unlefs fuch appearance be difpenfed virith by the 
Committee. 

When 
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When any girl (hall become qualified to be 
apprenticed, the Guardian who prefented her 
ihall be acquainted therewith, in order to know 
whether fuch Guardian has any place in view 
for her. 

The Guardians defirous of encouraging the 
children to ferve their apprenticcfhip faithfully, 
have empowered the Committee to grant to any 
orphan apprenticed from this Charity, who 
ihall produce to the .Committee a certificate 
iigned by her matter or miftrefs, or both, if 
living, of her good behaviour during her ap^ 
prenticeftiip, a fum not exceeding five pounds, 
fuch orphan having firft returned public thanks 
in the Chapel for the protedlion of this Cha- 
rity. 

The Committee are empowered to put out, 
at any time, to any trade they fhall think proper, 
fuch orphans as may have contradied any difeafc 
qr infirmity which may render them incapable of 
domeftic fervice, with a premium not exceeding 
tpn pQunds. 



TRE A- 
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TREASURER. 

A Treafurer is appointed at the General 
Meeting in April, who is to continue for one 
year, and no longer. 



CHAPLAIN. 

A Chaplain is appointed to read prayers and 
preach a fermon twice every Sunday throughout 
the year; viz. at a quarter paft eleven o'clock 
in the forenoon, and at a quarter paft fix in the 
afternoon, and on the firft Sunday evening in 
every month to catechife the children ; to read 
prayers to the whole family every morning, to 
fuperintend the conduct of the family, and to 
promote by every means in his power the be- 
pefit of the Charity, 
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SECRETARY. 

A Secretary is appointed, who is to attend all 
Meetings of the Guardians, to take down the 
Minutes, and produce them fairly entered into 
the Minute books ^t the enfuing Meeting ; to 
take under his care ill books, papers, and ac- 
counts, to fummon Committees by letter; to 
receive any contributions or fubfcriptions for the 
Treafurer, and enter them into the Minute-books 
^t the next Meeting; to report all material ob- 
fervations made by the fubfcribers ; and to make 
the neceffary enquiries into the circumftances of 
fuch objefts as fhall be prefented for admiffion 
into this Charity, 

N. B, The Rev. Mr. Duche having been 
appointed Chaplain and Secretary, apartments 
are allotted in the Houfe for himfelf and family, 
in order that the children may have the more 
immediate benefit of his inflrudion and ex* 
ample; that he may fee the regulations of the 
Guardians duly attended to; that fuch ladies 
and gentlemen as lhall at any time vifit this 
Charity may be induced by a proper recep- 
tion and reprefentatioii tQ become contributors 
thereto, 

COL- 
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COLLECTOR. 

A Collector is appointed, to receive fub- 
fcriptions and contributions, and pay the fame 
into the hands of the Treafurer for the time 
being, and to make the necelTary enquiries into 
the circumftances of fuch objedls as fhall be 
jprefented for admiifion into this Charity. 



WRITING-MASTER. 

A Writing-mafler is appointed, to attend 
twice a week to teach forty girls to write and 
«aft up afum in addition. 



ORGANIST, 
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ORGANIST. 

An Organift is appointed, who is to attend 
the Chapel in perfon during Divine Service ori 
Sundays, and on fuch other particular days aS 
may be required ; and is alfo to inflrucl the 
children twice a week in pfalmody. 



MATRON. 

A Matron is appointed, to fuperintend thft 
other fervants of the Houfe ; to keep an ac- 
count of the current expences, and of every 
thinp- that is received or delivered at the 
Houfc, including the materials brought in for 
the children's work, and difcharge thereof, in 
order the better to adjuft and rectify any mif- 
take that may happen in the Schoolmiftrefs's 
account; to receive and take care of the pro- 
vifions J to fet down in a book the particulars^

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with the weight and quantity, in order to 
check the tradefmen's bills, which are to be 
coUefted the laft Monday in every month, for 
that purpofe, and to deliver her accounts weekly 
to the Secretary, to be laid before the Com- 
mittee; to take care that the children have 
their meals at the ftated hours, and in proper 
quantities, according to the regulations of the 
General Board ; to fuperintend the cook and 
fuch children as are appointed to the houfehold 
bufinefs, and to inftrud, and diredt them there- 
in; to fee that the Houfe and furniture are kept 
clean, the children's apparel taken care of, the 
beds regularly made, and the linen properly got 
up ; to fee that the girls appointed to the houfe- 
hold duty do not rife earlier than the others, ex- 
cept on wafhing days, and that they go to bed 
at the fame time with them, and be not put to 
any part of the labour of walhing, ironing, 
or other bufinefs, but what may appear fuitable 
to their age and flrength ; to fee that each of 
the beds have clean Iheets at the end of every 
fourth week, in the following manner; one 
fourth part of the beds alternatively every week, 
which are numbered for that purpofe, fo that 
the quantity of linen in the weekly wafh may 

no;: 
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abt be greater at one time thah another, \vhich 
waihing is to be every Monday ; to affift with 
the fchool-miftreffes and fome of the eldeft girls 
in combing all the children's heads every morn- 
ing before they go to fchool, and in waihing 
their feet or feeing it done every Friday even- 
ing; to fee that the children are kept con- 
ftantly clean in every refpedt, and always to 
attend Divine Service with them ; to take care of 
the keys, doors, and faftenings of the Houfe, 
and at no time to fufFer the children to go 
beyond the bounds prefcribed them without 
leave of the Committee ; to fee all the fires 
and candles extinguilhed, and to vifit the chil- 
dren's rooms immediately before Ihe goes to 
bed} to treat them with tendernefs and hu- 
manity, and from time to time to report their 
behaviour to the Committee. She is ftridly to 
examine into the children's health at leaft twice 
a week; and when any of them are fick they 
are to be removed to the Infirmary, (which is at 
a diflance from the other apartments,) and 
placed under the care of the nurfe, who con- 
llantly refides there, and to give notice to the 
Gentlemen of the Faculty to attend them ; to 
deliver in writing to the Secretary, previous to 
every Committee, the names of any children who 

D 2 have 
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have died in the courfe of the laft month, and 
the number of thofe in the Houfe, particula- 
rizing fuch as are Tick; to examine carefully 
every child refpefting her health, previous to 
her being prefented to any Court or Committee 
for admilFion; to wait upon vifitors, who are 
firft to be received in the parlour, and not to 
permit any perfon to view the apartments with- 
out her; laftly, Ihe is to fee to all the domeftic 
bufmefs in general, and at no time to lay out of 
the Houfe, or abfent herfelf therefrom, without 
leave of the Committee. 



SCHOOL. 
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SCHOOL - MISTRESSES. 

A School-miftrefs and two affiftants are ap- 
pointed, who are to fee that the children arc 
properly employed during the fchool hours, and 
to be careful that they attend to their work and 
reading, and behave with diligence and good- 
order; to aflift the Matron in combing their 
heads every morning, and walhing th ir feet 
every Friday evening, or feeing it done. The 
head miftrefs is to keep an account of all work 
brought in and fent out, and of the monies re- 
ceived for the fame, gnd to deliver fuch account 
weekly to the Secretary, to be laid before the 
Committee. They are to fet down all the work 
which the children lhall be employed in for 
themfelves, and to fee that they mend their own 
cloaths and keep themfelves clean; they are to 
be prefent at Divine Service with them every 
Sunday, and in order to render that duty the 
more inftrudive and beneficial, they are , to fee 
that they look out the proper pfalms, leffons, 
cpiflle and gofpel for the day, and that they are 
attentive to their books whilft the Miniller is 
leading, and behave with decency. They are 
^3 to 
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to take care that the children fay their prayers 
night and morning. They are to attend the 
children at their meals, to fee that giace is 
faid before and after, and that proper decorum 
be obferved. They are to treat them at all 
times with tendernefs and humanity, and at 
no time to lay out of the Houfe, or abfent 
themfelves therefrom, without leave of the 
Coiiin^itcee. ^ 



C O O K. 

A Cook is appointed, to drefs the provifions, 
and to take care that they are ready and placed 
on the tiible at the ftated hours; to affift in 
wafhing and getting up the linen ; to inftru<ft the 
children in cleaning the kitchen and furniture, 
and in fuch cookery as fliall occur in the Houfe, 
{6 that they may acquire the necelfary qualifica- 
tions of fervants for private families. She is, 
after having fecured the doors, and taken care 
of the fires, to attend evening fervice, and is 
not at any time to keep the children from chapel, 
under pretence of afliftirg her. 
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H O U S E . M A I D S. 

Two Houfe-maids are appointed, to walh and 
get lip the linen, to clean the Houfe, Chapel, 
and furniture, and to inftrudt fuch children 
therein as the Matron fliall place under them for 
that purpofe. 

N U R S E 

AND 

INFIRMARY. 

Apartments detached from the Houfe are ap- 
pointed for an Infirmary, where a nurfe conftant- 
ly relides, who is to attend and take care of fuch 
of the children as the Matron lhall place there. 
She is to treat them with tendernefs and huma- 
nity, to report to the Matron any affiftance that 
may be required, from the Faculty, and not to 
fuffer any of the other children to yifit or be in 
the Infirmary on any pretence whatfoever. 



P 4 GARDENER. 
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GARDENER. 

A Gardener is appointed to take care of the 
garden, and to fupply the Houfe with a proper 
quantity of comrrion vegetables, to acquaint the 
Matron from time to time of the forts ready for 
ufe, and to deliver fuch proportions as llie Ihall 
diredt. 



MESSENGE R. 

A Meffengcr is appointed, to go of errands, 
by order of the Secretary and Matron ; to fetch 
in and carry out fuch work as the head School- 
miflrefs directs, pay her fuch money as he fnall 
receive, and fee it entered in her book (when 
p^id) for his difcharge ; to attend all Meetings 
of the Guardians, and likevvife at the Chapel 
during Divine Service, to prevent the admiffion 
of improper perfons.
